Chapel Further Explains 
Resolutions He Sponsors

The basic purpose of my 
Assembly Joint Resolutions is 
to restore to the states the 
powers which the states were 
intended to have under the 
U. S. Constitution as it is writ­ 
ten. The powers of the states 
have been usurped by the 
United States Supreme Court 
rendering decisions which were 
not merely court decisions but 
went far beyond court deci­ 
sions and actually violated the 
rights of the states and, in ef­ 
fect, enacted legislation which 
becomes a burden on the peo­ 
ple of the United States.

This is absolutely contrary 
to the founding fathers includ­ 
ing Thomas Jefferson, the 
founder of the Democratic 
Party and who also was the 
principal author of the Decla­ 
ration of Independence.

IN A PREVIOUS issue of 
the Sacramento R e p o rt I 
stated that three important 
Assembly Joint Resolutions of 
which I am the author would 
be printed in the Assembly 
Journal for Thrusday, April 
4th, 1963. This statement was 
made in good faith but I was 
fortunate in being able to have

these Assembly Joint Resolu­ 
tions printed like bills and 
made available from the legis­ 
lative Bill Room. These Assem 
bly Joint Resolutions are dcr 
ignated as AJR 35 by Chapel 
AJR 3fi by Chapel: and AJR 3", 
by Chapel. Write to the Legu: 
lative Bill Room. Room 215. 
State Capitol, Sacramento 14. 
and obtain two free copies of 
each of these resolutions. As 
stated previously, many times 
it will expedite matters if you 
enclose a self-addressed and 
stamped envelope. 

     
AT A MEETING of the As­ 

sembly Rules Committee on 
Thursday, April 18. 1963, the 
committee voted to "Hold in 
Committee" my AJR 35, asking 
Congress to call a convention 
to propose amendments to the 
U. S. Constitution to overcome 
the U. S. Supreme Court de­ 
cision which enables the fed­ 
eral government to reappor- 
tion the Legislatures of the 50 
states. In plain words, the com­ 
mittee killed the resolution for 
all practical purposes.

Therefore, I shall go on the 
floor of the Assembly at the ap­ 
propriate time and go through 
the elaborate parliamentary 
procedure to attempt to get
